LEGAL SWINDLING. 

The New York Bar, the strongest, in point of 
numbers, in the Union, is probably stained with 
fewer crimes and excesses than any on the conti- 
nent; though it isto be expected that bad men 
will creep into every,profession. There have been 
lately some extensive acts of swindling practised 
upon the community, by an emigrant limb of the 
law, now in Bridewell, and who represents him- 
self to be from Philadelphia. His plans were ex- 
tensive, profitable, and, from their peculiar deli- 
cacy, very difficult of detection. He managed, 
some tine ago, to become acquainted with a young 
woman, who had cause to lament the perfidious 
promises of a lover. The lawyer immediately 
addressed a note to the offender, threatening pro- 
secution, ruin, infamy, exposure, &c. if he did 
not call and settle the affair. The lover, alarmed 
at the consequences, called upon the lawyer, and 
for 300 dollars he undertook to compromise the 
affair, which sum he received, and generously 
gave the unfortunate young woman 40 dollars, 
pocketing the rest for his trouble. There is rea- 
son to believe that this legal swindler has been 
most extensive in his operations on this delicat~, 
point. He lately wrote a letter toa young rah, 
requiring him to call at his office and s‘sttle a 
similar affair. The young man called, protested 
his innocence, and declared that he dic not know 
the young lady. The lawyer adruitly painted 
the consequences of exposure, tae implicit reli- 
ance placed upon the oath of the injured female ; 
showed him an authority from. the father ef the 
unfortunate woman to .prosecute him; finally, 
obtained from him a sum.of money, and actually 
forged a release from the pretended father, and 
let the young man go, Some time afterwards he 
sent for him again, told him the father was dissa- 
tisfied, and had ordered him to, be arrested ; that 
he had carried the suit Ke.

THE FIRE AT CAIRO. 

The following particulars of this catastrophe, 
are given in letters from Cairo, received at Leg- 
horn.—The fire broke out at two o’clock P. M. on 
the 2ist of March, in the old citadel in the barrack 
adjoming the arsenal, where cartridges are made. 
The flames spread rapidly in various directions, 
especially towards the powder zine. At half 
past three some chests of powder blew up ; at five 
there was a terrible explosion, that laid all the sure 
rounding buildings in ruins ; and just as it struck 
ten at night, athird explosion spread the desola- 
tion further. On the following morning the fire 
seemed to abate, when consternation was spread 
on its being known that the great magazine con- 
taming 25,000 cantars of powder, was in danger, 
and the entire destruction of Cairo was apprebend- 
ed. The undaunted efforts of the troops, however, 
succeeded in checking, and at length subduing the 
flames. At the very beginning of the conflagra- 
tion, the people Ged im countless multitudes out of 
the city, one bad consequence of which was, that 
it beffled ali the measures of precaution that had 
been adopted. From the Romely Gates eastward 
to the old citadel, nothing is to seen but rem- 
nants of walls, shattered beams, wagons and gun 
carriages. Out of the new gate the ruins begin 
at the distance of 50 paces, and over a vast space 
are seen among the ruims 4000 burnt or lacerated 
horses, mules and camels. A fine park of artillery 
which stood in Joseph’s Hall, and in the Amphi- 
theatre, at the west end of the city, is destroyed, 
except 26 pie¢es. The whole arsenal, too, is anni- 
hilated, except a magazine of tools, some chests 
of muskets, and a machine for boring cannon. Of 
the little park of field artillery which stood in the 
Romely square, only fifteen six pounders are saved. 
The new citadel, in which are the mint, the hall 
for the divan, and several government offices, suf- 
fered but littl. The two powder magazines, in 
two towers surrounded with ditches, were untouch- 
ed. ft is calculated that fifty millions of Turkish 
piastres will not suffice to replace the citadel and 
the arsenal in their former state. The letters do 


not contain even a conjecture respecting the origin 
of the fire. IR .

Extract from a letter from an American gentleman now tra- 
velhing in Europe, dated 


Dusit, June 12, 1824. 

This city presents the most extraordinary con- 
trast of poverty aid magnificence to be met with 
in Europe. As yeu approach it you find the su- 
burbs composed d hovels, the sides of which are 
partly stone and jartly earth, the roofs of turf, 
‘ae entrances about 44 feet high, and the whole 
dimensions of eaci not exceeding 12 to 14 feet 
square. These miserable caves, may or may not 
have a hole for a window, and an aperture on 
the top to let ow: the smoke, if the luxury of fire 
ean be afforded Around the door the dirty 
children are hudlied—not one half are decently 
clad ; some of them still evince notions of civili- 
zation by slinking into the house, or turning their 
bare parts agains a wall, as a stranger passes.— 
I see hundreds wiose whole dress, consisting of 
a mass of rags, ofall colors and of all sorts of fa- 
brics, will not funish one piece of cloth eight 
inches square—ad these tatters seemed to be 
sewed together aly to prevent them from de- 
serting each othe. 

I am here givin; yqu no high colored picture, 
noram I selecting a few rare instances. I re- 
| strain myself withn the bounds of veritable ac- 
curacy—I am talting of what composes the 
whole environs of Dublin, and embraces a very 
large portion of it 200,000 inhabitants.

T Or winter, KN@® not the luxury of shoe or 
stocking, and whose whole wardrobe, consisting 
of but two articles, viz. a tattered jacket, and 
about half a pair of small clothes; and not to 
multiply pictures, while the Lord Lieutenant 
dashes by in a coach and four, the stranger gazes 
at the gallant and costly pageant, while he emp- 
ties his pockets to satisfy the throng of beggars 
who pray him in the name of God to give them a 
penny. 

You will not wonder that my interest was soon 
excited for Ireland, after witnessing these scenes. 
If such misery pretails in Dublin, where more 
charitable societies exist for the purpose of ame- 
horating the condition of mankind, than in any 
other city in the world, what must be the state 
of the remoter parts of Ireland? From my own 
observation, and the uniform testimony of intelli- 
gent people here, I think I may safely affirm that 
there is not so wretched a community on the 
globe as that of a great part of Ireland. How, 
indeed, can it be otherwise’ All the lands in this 
island belong to rich proprietors, who live out of 
the kingdom, and spend abroad all that they can 
scrape from the soil, What else than poverty 
can be the lot of a country thus situated? And 
when you examine the subject more in detail, 
you find things still worse than, from a general 
statement, could have been imagined. 

Many of the proprietors employ agents who 
reside in England, and let the lands to sub-agents, 
called land pirates, or middle-men, who mono- 
polize the soil, aad exact what is called rack- 
rent from the peasants. Nor is rack-rent the 
most serious burthen which this devoted people 
have to bear. Every tenth part of the produce 
of the soil is wrested from them by the ministers 
of the Church of England, in whose religion they 
do not believe; while they are still obliged to 
puget their own ministers, in whom they do be- 
eve. 

What can five millions of people, thus situa- 
ted, do? Watched by a military of twenty-four 
thousand men; hunted, shot, and gibbeted, if 
they do not silently and quietly submit to the

Extract of a letter from St. Thomas, June 3, 1824. 

Yesterday evening a melancholy circumstance 
occurred here. A Danish gentleman named 
Gardiner, received information that his wife, a 
beautiful young woman of twenty years of age, 
had formed an improper connection with a young 
Englishman or German of good appearance, and 
respectability, and he therefore made arrange- 
ments for proceeding to Copenhagen, in order to 
place the lady in charge of her mother. He was 
to sail on the 6th inst. and the lover had also tak- 
en his passage for Puerto Cavello. Every thing 
was settled, and nothing remarkable occurred 
till yesterday evening, when the wife of Gardiner 
took advantage of his being occupied in dressing 
at four o’clock, left his house and proceeded to 
that of the young man, which adjoined her hus- 
band’s. On entering she locked the door, and 
immediately afterwards two shots were heard,— 
The people of the house forced open the door, 
and discovered the young lady a corpse on the 
hed, with a pistol wound in the lower part of her 
face, and the pistol at a considerable distance : 
whilst the young man was on the ground, like- 
wise mortally wounded; having discharged his 
pistol through his mouth, It is presumed that 
he first destroyed her and afterwards himself.—

dies that she urged him to the act, as well as 
from the circumstances of a letter having been 
previously written by her to her husband, con- 
fessing her infidelity, commending hig and de- 
siring him to marry a woman more worthy of him, 
and more capable of rewarding his virtues.

best selection, a copy of the work, superbly 
bound. 

It has been the good fortune of the votaries of 
the Nine, in our sister city, the “ literary em- 
porium,” in times past, to furnish prize com- 
positions on all occasions ; and from the last 
award, (the prize address at the opening of the 
Chatham Garden Theatre, at New York,) we 
should infer, from the piece selected, that it has 
become so much a matter of course for the prize 
to go to that city, that poets of other parts have 
given up competition, and left the favoured few 
at Boston, in quiet possession of ground that 
should be disputed inch byinch. To what other 
cause the selection of such a lame, unpoetical 
composition, as the one above alluded to, can be 
attributed we find ourselves entirely at a loss to 
determine. We certainly have poets, and fe- 
male poets too, who, ‘* from Apollo’s bower, 





have stole a full-strung lyre,” and whose inspi- 
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rations contain “thoughts that breathe and words 
that burn,” expressed by flowing and eusy versi- 
fication, and graced with striking and appro- 
priate imagery. 

We hope, for the “honour of American lite- 
tature,” that the prize which is now offered, 
will be awarded for a composition which shall 
better merit it, than the one of which we have 
spoken. fe have in this city, some few who 
might become competitors, with fair prospects 
of sticces#; and let them see to it, that the me- 
dal is not thpown away for limping doggrel, ic- 
cause nothing better is offeted. Ignorance has 
always been presumptuous ; and there have never 
been wanting writers in this departutent of lite- 
rature, who are remarkable for pone of the qua- 
lities which constitute a good poet, but rather 
for their total destitution of them, who are ever 
ready to furnish any quantity of the article of 
their manufacture, by any measure, except by- 
the foot : these will be first on the litt of compe- 
tition, and will occupy the place which shou 
belong exclusively to real genius, unless thrown. 
in the shade by the productions of the legitimate 
children of the muse. 

We have been led into these remarks, not be- 
cause we think the award of any of the prizes 
which have been received, within a few years, 
has been injudicious. On the contrary, we believe 
them to have been selected with judgment from 
the articles furnished. Our object has been ra- 
ther to call the attention of our poetical friends 
to the light in which these prize compositions 
are regarded, viz: as the best specimens of our 
poetical talent. We have no objection to these 
writers, who seem to be troubled with a sort of 
cacoethes scribend:, rather than visited by the inspi- 
rations of the muse, ynburdening themselves by 
writing sonnets “-to their mistress’ eye-brows,” 
provided their productions be not incorporated 
with American literature—let them fall from the 
ephemeral press, for the gratification of the 
“happy few,” and be read and admired only by ig- 
norance, affectation, and vanity. 





It is gratifying to notice the change which has 
taken place, within a few years, in the character 
of American Sciences and Belles Lettres. Public 
sentiment has been divested, m part, of those pre- 
judices which, though not attempted to be conceal- 
ed at the time, resounded on all occasions to the 
discredit and injustice of native genius and sterling 
worth. This it was, with our limited existence as a 
nation, which tended to repress the energies of 
the body and mind,'and force a reliance almost 
entirely on the resources of other countries. We 
have known the want of liberality among indivi- 
duals placed in dignified situations, where they 
might have rendered important services to poste- 
rity and themselves, by holding out encourage- 
ment to those who looked up to them for patron. 
age—but a weak partiality for exotic productions 
had its influence, and native buds of promise were 
left to feed upon the canker worm of despair.— 
Now we are governed and impelled by different 
feelings—we know how to appreciate the worth 
of men of letters, enterprize, and industry—the 
nation abounds with monuments to their fame— 
which, while they are cherished by the rising ge- 
neration with that veneration which is now sure 
to mark the steps of the statesman and ~patriot, 
they will act as strong Incentives tothe prosecu- 
tion of liberal and enki dsenct "studies, and raise 
up many bright ornaments to adorn society, and 
advance the interests of Literature, and every 
science connected with the prosperity of man.

The complaint that Cucumbers are unusually 
injurious this year, may be accounted for very 
satisfactorily to those who will take the trouble to 
examine them for themselves.—It will be found 
that most of those furnished to our markets this 
season, are of that kind vulgarly called White 
Spine, on account of their assuming a pure white 
colour when ripe; whereas the age of the common 
kind, may be known by their yellow hue. It is 
for this reasén, that they have been substituted 
for those formerly sold here; inasmueb as they 
are calculated to impose, by their dark green co- 
lour upon those who are ignorant of their intrinsic 
worthlessness. They form one variety of the cu- 
cumber family, and are handsomer than any oth- 
ers; they are externally more cylindrically smooth, 
of a dark green colour, not unfrequently covered 
with an infinite number of prickles, with hard 
tough rind—within of a semi-transparent white- 
ness, More insipid than others, very hard and al- 
most indigestable by any human stomach: while 
the short triangalar small and warty cucumber, 
of a pale green colour, is tender, crisp, uniting 
more of the peculiar odour of cucumbers, and it 
taken in small quantities, is not injurious even to 
dyspepsic babits: at any rate the best of the spe- 
cies. °

On preventing the destruction of trees by catterp'l- 
lars, by George Webster, of Albany, 

From my experience, I am fully sztisficd our 
fruit trees may be preserved from that dreadful 
insect, the catterpillar, in a very sure and easy 
way. In the year ,1805, the large elm at our 
corner Was nearly stript of its leaves by a small 
eatterpiilar, Various modes to destroy them 
were made use of, such as covering the tree with 
tar, and burning their nests, but without any good 
effect. Some day in the month of July I was 
standing at our door, when a genileman of Niskay- 
waa was passing by. He accosted me in words 
Bke these :—“ George “tis a pity to lose so fine a 
tree.” In answer—"* We have made use of Various 
articles to destroy them but without success.”>— 
“Send,” says he, “and get a little sulphur, and 
bore iato the tree about six inches, and fill it with 
sulphur, and my word for it not a catterpillar 
shall be seen after forty-eight hours.”—«Wwilj you 
stay and ‘see it doue?” “1 will,” said he The 
hole was bored, the sulphur put in, and a Piece 
of wood the size of a cork, drove in strongly, to 
prevent the sap or sulphur oozing out. Jn a less 
time than he mentioned, there was not a Vesti e 
of a catterpillar appeared on our poplars, in fut 
of my house; every tree was served in the same 
way as the elm had been, and the result the same 
—while my neighbours cut down those fine trees 
because they were very much alarmed that the 
msect Was that very venomous reptile called the 
“Asp.” A few days afterwards 1 discovered that 
a very beautiful plam-tree in my yard was attack. 
ed by the caterpillar: the same course Was pur- 
sued, and the result the same. 1 have followed 
this practice every year since 1805, when J dis. 
covered these insects on my trees, and there never 
has been a caiterpillar on my trees after forty 
eight hours, It has been tried in New York and 
Pennsylvania, where I have been present, and in 
the western part of this state. In no ease bas it
